"So. to reduce the health 
risk, it is belter to use cold wa- 
ter for all cooking and drinking 
purposes - 

Also, you should let your cold 
water run for about three min- 
utes when you first turn it on in 
the morning to flush out any 
toxic substances that have ac- 
cumulated while the water was 
in the pipes overnight said Dr. 
Ned Solomon. 

A spokesman for the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
agreed: 

"Ws recommend that you run 
the cold water (or several min- 
utes first thing in the morning 
before using it for cooking or 
drinking. And for cooking and 
drinking purposes, we recom- 
mend that you use cold water 
rather than hot water"

and high cholesterol which, in 
turn, are risk (actors in heart 
disease.

waste of time and could actually 
prevent some men from practic- 
ing healthy behaviors. 

"Papers like this actually di- 
vert attention from the primary 
message," said De Philip 
Greenland, a cardiologist at 
.Northwestern University. 

"The problem Is that address 
Dig those behaviors is something 
a lot of Americans don't want to 
do, so they're looking (or excuses 
to avoid addressing them."
